long account which the liunited extent of the 
whole of our paper coukd not contain; and what 
to Us appears to exceed description is, the joy and 
sutiefaction felt by the loyal population of Madrid 
ou the return of ther Monarch, whose absence 
and captivity they bad so long lamented.” 

On the 15th, information was officially received 
at Madrid, that the absolute government of King 
Ferdmand had beea ackoowledged in the island 
of Malloresa 

in Belgiam 2,900 workmen are now employed 
im opening the canal of Authom, to form a com- 
Munication between the Scheldt and the Hayue, 
without touching foreygn territory. When com- 
pleted, this canal will be a saving to the Nether 
lands of the annual sum of 1,500,000 francs, paid 
a: Conde (France) for transit duty. 

Extract of « private letter, of the 14th Oct from 
Odessa :— According to letters from Constan- 
tinople, Dchanib Effendi, who has been restored 
to the Divan, was only removed to prevent his 
Opposition to the new measures recently discuss- 
ed and adopted by the Porte, with regard to Rus- 
sa. Dehanib is very firm in his system, but hith- 
erto he has offered no opposition to the measures 
adopted in his absence. The deposition of the 
Muphti is regarded as the most important event 
that has ocewred since the insurrection of the 
Grecks, As chief interpreter of the laws, and 
head of the Ublemas, he signed all the ferwas of 
the Sultan, which are not considered binding 
without bis signature.
